company , 
j owners of the five-a cre 
tract 
in 
¡question, filed suit recently in su­ 
perior court to have its 19 23-24 a s­ 
sessment declared null and void. It 
. contends that, because the map of 
its tract is a private one and never 
; has been filed for 
public 
record, 
the tracts should be described by 
metes and bounds and assessed as a 
i unit. 
Part of Rcord 
The answer to the suit, filed by 
Deputy 
District 
Attorney 
D. G. 
W ettlin. contends that the map of 
the tract is a part of the county a s- 
! sessor’s record, known as "assessor's 
i map 
No. 
10,” and therefore is a 
public record. 
It is contended fur­ 
ther that this map is sufficient to 
j identify the various lots for a ssess- 
| ment. 
The county assessor, in making 
1 the a ssessm ent 
for 
19 23-24, 
had 
discovered, it is said, that some of 
the lots in the tract were sold. 
He 
communicated 
with 
the 
McCalla 
company , asking for a map of the 
tract so that the lots sold could be 
assessed to their 
record 
owners, 
according to law. 
The 
map 
was 
furnished him. 
He made a copy of 
it for his records, and returned the 
original to the 
McCalla 
company , 
stating what he had done. No ques­ 
tion was raised at that time.

assessor then proceeded to a ssess 
each lot at the minimum a ssess­

This amounted to $21,- 
350 for the tract, a formidable fig ­ 
ure compared to the a ssessm ent for 
the ordinary five-a cre tract.

No protest wa s heard

BROADER BROADCASTING 


The American Telepho ne and Teleg raph co m pany ’s 
big New Yo rk bro adcasting statio n, W EAF, perhaps 
the best kno wn statio n in the wo rld, will be taken 
o v er by the Radio Co rpo ratio n o f America. 
This seems to mean, first o f all, that the A. T. and 
T. is g o ing to stick to wires and co nfine its energ ies 
to o rdinary teleg raphy and telepho ny , leav ing enter­ 
tainment and news bro adcasting to o thers. 
It means, at the same time, that the Radio Co rpo ra­ 
tio n is entering upo n a career o f ex pansio n. 
It plans 
to take the relay bro adcasting sy stem dev elo ped by 
the A. T. and T. and bro aden it to take in many mo re 
cities, making its New Yo rk pro g rams av ailable in 
ev ery part o f the co untry by co mbined use o f wires 
and wireless. 
Pro g rams, to o , the o fficials say , will be 
bro adened, to include impo rtant public ev ents in ev ­ 
ery sectio n o f the co untry . 
The aim will be to build 
up what mig ht be called a natio nal radio serv ice. 
Fo r all this the public will pa y no thing — that is, 
directly . 
Ex penses o f bro adcasting , which are v ery 
larg e, will be met as hereto fo re thro ug h adv ertising 
charg es, paid by business firms which are satisfied to 
pro v ide entertainment fo r the g o o d they will g et o ut 
o f it. 
This is a natural dev elo pment, and seems to 
wo rk pretty well so far. 
Any tendency td o v er-co mmercialism, making the 
adv ertising appeal o ffensiv e o r tireso me, wo uld do ubt­ 
less be co rrected by public disappro v al. 
The real dang er o f such a dev elo pment, perhaps, 
j is the g ro wth o f radio mo no po ly . 
But there seems no 
I need o f immediate wo rry abo ut that. 
Co ng ress is 
ex pected to pro v ide an adequate reg ulativ e sy stem 
nex t winter, and public sentiment will pro bably be 
stro ng eno ug h to insure fair play and pro per co mpe­ 
titio n in this field. 


This is pre-eminently the ag e o f electricity , and 
Califo rnia is co ming mo re and mo re pro minently to 
the fro nt with relatio n to electrical achiev ement and 
dev elo pment. 
There has just been acco mplished at 
Stanfo rd 
univ ersity the g eneratio n o f a v o ltag e o f 2,100,000 
v o lts—the g reatest ev er 
pro duced—and 
this 
was 
made v isible by a co ntinuo us arc o f flame spanning 
a spa ce o f twenty feet. 
Ev en to the assemblag e 
o f scientists and ex pert electricians it was a mar­ 
v elo us spectacle, the news o f 
which 
has 
ex cited 
g reat interest thro ug ho ut the wo rld. 
The Ry an labo rato ry o n the 
Stanfo rd 
campus, 
which was the scene o f this remarkable demo nstra­ 
tio n and acco mplishment, is said to be 
the 
best 
equipped in the wo rld fo r such electrical ex peri­ 
mentatio n. 
And what already has been do ne there 
is co nsidered o f much practical v alue with relatio n 
to lo ng -distance transmissio n o f electrical current 
fo r lig hting , heating and po wer purpo ses. 
Such transmissio n fo r hundreds o f mhes Is no 
lo ng er speculativ e but 
entirely feasible. 
And 
it 
wo uld be v entureso me to attempt to set limits to the 
distance o v er which the currents o f future dev elo p­ 
ment may be made to pass.
